As wo predicted, tbo Irish Church 
Disestablishment Bill hue passod a sec- 
ond roading in tho llou*o of Peers. 
The (struggle was undoubtedly determ- 
ined, by tboso who coneciouliously be- 
lieved it was their duty to rvjoot tho 
bill ; and had it not been for the votes 
of the moderato Ohurohmeo and Con, 
Bervatives, there can bo uo doubt tho 
bill would have boon thrown out. It 
will soon be made clear whether, 
oaving aside tho advantage to the 
Wbigsj of having such a largo eum at 
their disposal as will bo derived from 
the sale of tho Church property in Ire- 
land, the measure is likely to produce 
all the advantage sought by it, or 
whether it is not morely ono of tboso 
Liberal panaceas that have marked 
that party's advent in every instance 
to power. Wo doubt whether tbo 
Whigs bavo ever roalisod iu any case 
the half of what they promised tho na- 
tion in return for what has boon at tho 
time tho most terriblo sacrifices, v\ r o 
know them to bo far " smarter " than 
tho Tories, who retain all the heavy 
Saxon blundering in their policy, 
marked by a groat deal of bigotry, but 
certainly with much moro honosty than 
the Whigs, who aro unqncstionablo 
timo-sorvors. They have, probably, a 
few honost men among thom liko John 
Bright, but liko him they aro hoodwinked 
until tho party objocts aro attained. 
Nothing so distinctly illustrates tho un- 
principled charactor of Whig policy, 
than the advantago taken of their majo- 
rity to carry tho Disestablishment Bill 
even in the faoo of a possible revolution. 
Granted that the Whiga argued rightly 
in believing that tho Peers ivould not 
risksuchan eventuality; that only goes 
to prove more decidedly their aptitude for 
political finesse. The nation was sick of 
their oligarchical system of government 
long ago and had it not been ior Gladston 
they would not have returned to power 
J for a long time to come. The Whiga are 
jjust as quick as tho Tories aro slow 
in seizing an advantage t and turning 
their friends to account. Strango to 
Bay, the Tory ranks have always boen 
the school where aspiring Ptatesmcn be- 
gan their career ; and when not bound 
by ties of blood they almost to a 
man deserted to the Whig ranks for 
a time, usually to finish their career 
where it began. The reason is siroplo ; 
the ultra respectability upon wbioh the 
Tory politics are based admits of no 
scope for a man of ambition; the Whigs, 
on tho other hand, aro the first to ap- 
preciate incipient genius and turn it to 
account. Tho charlatanry of Whiggory 
generally disgusts the politicians ol 
matured experience, who find alter all 
that the safost principles aro to bo 
found in Conservatism. It is thus that 
Gladstone iB now the champion, nomin- 
ally, of the Whigs, who hato and dis- 
trust him. Like all converts from a 
forinor belief, ho rushes to the other 
extreme and is a fanatic in his new 
principles. His present supporters, or 
a m&jurity of them, having, as they 
BUppose, got safely into power, will take 
an early opportunity of deposing him 
if thoy can effect it, and a year or two 
may soo him safely bad; to the Conser- 
vative ranks fo~ the rest of his days 
We only hopo that his present extrava- 
gant mea-ure may not then causo him 
much rogrot. 

It is announced that all tho Indians 
in tho viciuity of tho city are to be 
gathered into one fold or reserve, and 
in future will bo prohibited from pitch- 
ing their tents in any bandy locality 
that may suit their wandering fancy 
at tho moment. Tho idea is a good 
one; but wo should rocommond going 
a little furthor and bringing together 
all the tribos and remnants of tribe* 
that speak ono, language in any suita- 
ble locality where a rosorvo can bb fixed 
without inconvonienco to tho white 
settlers in tho vi:iuity. The Cow- 
cnans and kindred tribos might bo 
brought togethor at Cowichan ; tho 
Songish and their kin might bo col- 
lected within eight or ton milo-i of tho 
city. Tho advantages of such aggre- 
gation would cnablo tho scrvicos of an 
Indian Agont to bo moro immediately 
and constantly useful, as ho could pro- 
ceed to tho localiiy where he would 
be snro to moot with tho information 
he roquired on any subject oonncoted 
with the aborigines. Wo conclude, as 
a matter of course, that an Indian Agent 
will bo appointed; our lato experience 
has mado apparent moro palpably than 
over, that such a functionary is re- 
quired, and further neglect of such a 
nocessary appointment would bo high- 
ly blatneablo on tho part of tho Gov- 
ernment. An offort should bo mado 
4b.rongb.out the Island to fix tho reserves 



on Buck- spots as will mako thom 
available for the Indiana within a cor- 
tain radius, thus throwing open the 
land to whito sottlemont which is now 
rondorod unsafe by tho scattered aud 
migratory habits of the natives, load- 
ing to occurronoos suoh as tho murder 
of Robinson, on Salt Spring Island. 
Another advaulage to bo derived from 
tho assemblago of Inaians at any given 
point— it will onablo tho sottlora to 
choose from among thom the yoang 
mon or boys that oan be turned to 
prcfitablo account as laborors or ap- 
prentices. Tho missionary labors can 
also bo more offeotivoly applied, and 
civilization so rapidly inculcatod that, 
so far from boing a souroo of torror 
to sottlersand tho Government, as thoy 
aro at prosont, tho Indians would bo- 
come a moans of strength and wealth 
to tbo Colony. Wo cannot soo any-, 
thing to prevent tho adoption of suoh 
an arrangement, but wo soo a groat 
and immediato bonefit to bo derived 
from it.

ment at its birth, hiring Hessian subsidies 
and Bavago warriors to fight the buttle ol 
tyranny against our fathers in the war lor 
independence — that Government which then 
faded to mako slavery and do«potism tho 
rule on land, even against an infant Repub-' 
lie, yet vaunting herself rnislrefs of the 
sees, and through impressment and search 
in after years tried but failed to make 
the ocean and tboso » ho go dowo to the s 'a 
in ships her subjects.

Tho Mural New Yorker says, a wo- 
man sends ns tho following from her 
diary of her markot garden : "In the 
spring of 1866, in sowing peas wo a a hod 
somo in tho row, having other rows un> 
ashed. Tho difference was very remark- 
able. Those that woro ashed were moro 
thrifty, of a darkor. richor color, produc- 
ing at tho time of picking larger pods 
nnd a superior quality of poas, Tho 
same is truo of turnips. 

Potatoes,— Tho North British AgrU 
dulturist says : "To improve the size of 
potatoes whether planted with small or 
largo, whole, or oven cut potatoes, when 
the plants are only a few inches high, lot 
tho shoot bo reduced by pulling them up 
to ono or two, or at most three of the 
strongest. The tubers will, consequent- 
ly, bo lower and very much larger, in 
moasuro, nearly all fit for the markot or 
tho table." 

A correspondent of the Ohio Farmer 
thinks shorts fed to milch cows make 
more milk than clear meal, and ground 
oats aro better than either, but com moal 
and shorts miyod muko riohcr milk. Ho 
has tried potatoes with moderate suc- 
coss. Of all tho roots ho has tried ho 
thinkB Bogar beets nro tho best. After 
trying pumpkins fairly ho could seo no 
increase of milk from their nso, but be* 
liovos it was a little richor. 

Turnips for Pias. — A correspondent 
of the Country Gentleman planted a lew 
acres of turnips which wero largo 
enough to begin to food tbo first week 
of July, when they wero fed to pigs, and 
no ottac feed given until tho last week 
of September. .No lot of pigs could havo 
dono better, growing unJ keeping in 
good condition all Ihe while. He does 
not advocate cooking whito turnips for 
pigs under any circumstances. They 
are only fit raw in warm weather. Steam- 
ed Swedes ore good mixed with plenty of 
meal, but potatoes aro bi much better 
that half tbo meal mixed with them 
would food as fast.

Brutal Assault on tbe Cedar Hill Road. 

George D Clarke, stockbroker, was arfeat- 
ed on Sunday on a charge of of committing 
a violent assault upon Mr Elijth Anderson, 
wlnle the latter was walking along the Cedar 
Hill road in company with John George Tay- 
lor. Mr Bishop appeared for tbe prosecu- 
tion, and Mr Jackson, ol Drake, Jackson & 
Aikman. for the defonoe, The prosecutor 
testiGod that Clarke, (who was on borsoback) 
first called him vile names, and then threat- 
aned to rido over him. Prosecutor called 
Clarko a scoundrel and tried to rjet out of 
bis way, whoD tho prisoner dismounted and 
seized him by the throat and choked bim : 
Taylor came forward to expostulate, when 
Clarke, utteiiug fearful oaths, threatened ''to 
do" for Taylor ; prosecutor broke away but 
was seized again and throttled so vitlintly 
that prrseout >r almost lost conBoiousnees : 
prisoner said he would "do" for prosecutor if 
ho was hung on the gallows: he had assault- 
ad witness on one or two previons oocasioue ; 
prisoner then Bet bis dog upon witoiss and 
told him to tear his throut out. 

Cross-examined by Mr Jackson — I did not 
bold up a stick to strike Clarke; ho might 
have "done" for mo if there had been no wit- 
ness present. 

To the Court — Clarke has a bitter preju- 
dice ugainst tne ; I gavo him &omc money to 
go Dcross ihe Sound and he failed to account 
for it sat sfactorily, and sinou then I have 
terminated ul ! intercourse with him. 

John Ueorgo Taylor, sworn— Witness cor- 
roborated the tes'imony of tho prosecuting 
witness os to tbo assault and violent language 
o( Clarke ; who tried to ride both Anderson 
and witness down; witness stood looking at 
Clarke because be knew the man, nud expec- 
ted u ki.ile to come out next and ho (witness) 
knew "what tbem thiogs is — knives ond pi - 
tola ;" he said he would Gx me ofl if I inter- 
fered : he cul'ed u doe; and told bim to tear 
the throat out of Audereou, but tbe dog would 
D-t i. t.Tlere ; Andorson had o little bit of a 
cane belonging to me io his hand, but ho did 
not usj it — he was too frighten d to do sdj- 
thiog ; Clarko choked him tilt he could out 
speak. 

Cris -Examined — I b lievo it was a mur. 
derous assault ; I did not interfero because 1 
was afraid of a knife. 

Mr Anderson, reca'lod — Bwore that he was 
ofruid of his life. Mr liishop pressed to 
bave the cis; sent to a h'gher court. 

Mr Jaekson said Mr Bishop ought to be 
ashamed ol himself. 

Mr Bishop retorted that he was not asham- 
ed of anything be ever did. 

Mr Jacks n 'addressed the Court in bebal j 
of his client, claiming that he was not sober 
at Ihe lime ol the assault ; the allegad intm- 
tion of Clarke to ' do'' for tho prosecutor w s 
absurd ; bis client was extre nely sorry for 
what he had dono ond the otl ioce would bt 
covered by the infliction ol a small tine. 

J G TaUor, recalled— said he know that 
Clarke once chased Wren with o kuilo in bis 
hand. 

Tne Magistrate ordered Clarke to fumieb 
sureties to keep the peace for 12 mcnibB— 
limsellio $500, and two suraii a in $250 
each, in default, to stand comniited for 
three mouth". 

It transpired after tho jury in the Rosalia 
case was discharged, that on Saturday the 
jurors came to a decision and instructed the 
foreman to simply return a verdict for the 
defendant. In order that the loremnn 
should be prepared in tho event cf being 
questioned, bo was provided wilh a written 
paper containing no-ds to the following 
fleot ; "The jury agree that tho captain 
of the Isabil was not guilty of tie '{ligenoe, 
and did not cause the loss ol the Rosalia." 
Unfortunately for the defendant, tho lore- 
rnau forgot the verdict und read tbe papor,
